2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-35 and 37-43 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Johnson et al. {Journal of 
Pharmaceutical Sciences (1979), 68(8), pages 955-958}. 

Applicant claims pyrrole compounds. Johnson et al. teach pyrrole compounds that are structurally similar to the instant 
claimed compounds. See, for example, the compounds in the table at the bonom of page 955. The difference between the 
compounds of Johnson et al. and the compounds instantly claimed is that of hydrogen versus a methyl (e.g., homologues). 

To those skilled in chemical art, one homologue is not such an advance over adjacent member of series as requires 
invention because chemists knowing properties of one member of series would in general know what to expect in adjacent members. 
The instant claimed compounds would have been obvious because one skilled in the art would have been motivated to pr^are 
homologs of the compounds taught in Johnson et al. with the expectation of obtaining compounds which could be useful in the 
pharmaceutical arts. The instant claimed compoimds would have been suggested to one skilled in the art and therefore, lack an 
mventive stq>. 
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
